"THE INDIAN WAR. 


The following letter from the Secre- 


tary of War to the Chairman of the 
Military Committee in the Senate, was 
read in that body on Thursday Jast : 


DEIHUTMKNT OF WAR, May 31, 1832. 


Sm: 
Official intelligence has this 


morning reached the Department, lhat 
a detachment of the militia culled out 
to repel au invasion of a disaffected 
band of the Sax and Fox Indians has 
been attacked by the latter and defeated 
with considerable loss. The Governor 
of Illinois has called out two thousand 
additional troops, and Gen. Clark, the 
superintendent of Indian ztflairs at St; 
Louis, states, that ihe disaffected band 
is daily increasing. 
Captaiti Brant,the 


Assistant Quarter Master, has inform- 
ed the Quarter Master General, that 
the necessary supplies cannot well be 
provided without immediate payment. 


Under these circumstances, I would 


respectfully recommend that the-sum 
of one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars be added to the appropriation al- 
ready asked for, to defray ihe expense 
of these operations, so as to make the 
whole appropriation 
thr.ee 
hundred, 


thousand dollars. 
It is difficult, with 


the facts before the Department, lo 
form an opinion of the course of events 
upon that frontier, or a correct estimate 
of the expenditures .which will be incur- 
red. 
The desperate nature of the con- 


test on the pan of tbe Indians may be 
judged from the fact which is reported, 
thai they deceived tbe commanding of- 
ficer of the detachment by approaching 
him with a Hag of truce. It is obvi- 
ously important that sufficient funds lo 
put a speedy and final termination to 
those unprovoked hostilities should be 
placed at the disposition of the Gov- 
ernment.

lime pre-eminence that made men o 
genius, learning, eloquence, and ad-

try, a mind whose resources proved al 
ways greater than the greatest occa- 
sions. 
His invention was quick, his 


judgment strong, his understanding ca- 
pacious, his penetration acute, and his 
merrfory faithful. 
He was prudent in 


council, daring in the field, eloquent in 
the Senate, cogent and persuasive as a 
writer, expeditious and indefatigable 
in the administration of affairs, disinter-

sonal honor, his frankness and spirit 
Avere proverbial, and in his last act 
were perhaps excessive.

GEN. KNOX. 


Among the great officers to whom 


the people of the United Stales are in- 
debted for the success of their Revolu- 
tion, and their present form of govern- 
ment, none were more faithful, and few 
were moie useful friends of their coun- 
try than Gen. Knox. 


In the war of the Revolution, having 


commenced his military career as a 
volunteer at the battle of Bunker's Hill. 
he fought his way to the rank of Major 
General. He commanded in chief the 
Artillery, and serving for the most part 
under ^he eye of Washington, engaged 
in a rcmaikable deijrecbis oiliciai con- 
fidence and personal friendship. 
Up- 


on ihe resignation of Gen. Lincoln as 
SecreJary of War, ihe acknowledged 
capacity and valuable experience of 
General Knox, induced the Con^nss \o 
appoint him to ihst imports:*! Bunion 
In this situation he was found by Presi- 
dent Washington '.vhen he assumed ihe 
<Hieci3O« of the new govrnum-m, and 
his judgment and regard were bolh sal- 
iificd by ihc consul of General KJWX 
to continue in a;. Though he did no! 
possess profound erudition, or rare sc- 
quiremcnis, his qualifications wore of 
much higher value. He was a man of 
sound judgment, honorable principles, 
useful knowledge, and perfect candor 
The visionary projects or imcrcMcd' 
schemes of more ingenious minds,' 
were shivered and dissipated by contact 
Vilh the rnanJy patriotism and slroKg 
sense of Gen. Knox. 


JOHN JAY. 


There is associated with the name of 


this upright statesman and enlightened 
jurist, none of that military glory which 
belonged to Washington,1 Hamilton, 
Knox, and Lee; and which, opci-aiinf 
painfully on the memory of Mr. Jeiu-r'- 
son, may account m some measure for 
his dislike and injustice of them. 


^ The mellow radiance of wisdom and 


virtue, of that m:tissapicntm which hab- 
its of meditation, benevolence and pie- 
ty reflect upon the character, encircles 
the biameles* memory of Mr. Jay. 
As 


•Lord Bacon, on Honor and Reputation, 


a member of the Revolutionary Con 
gress, foreign Ambassador, Secretar) 
of .Stale, and Chief Justice of the Uni 
ted States, he rendered important sei 
vices to his country, and established i 
claim to the everlasting veneration o 
his fellow citizens. 
The ablest Stall 


papers issued by the old Congress wen 
written by Mr. Jay, and his essays it 
the Federalist are worthy of bein 
there. 


Soon after negotiating the famous 


treaty of 1794 with England, he yield 
ed to a sincere love of retirement anc 
study, and having served his connlr) 
efficiently and faithfully, dedicated him 
self in modest and noiseless seclusion 
to learning, philanthropy and devotion. 
The evening of his life was long and 
cjuiet. 


R I C H A R D HENRY 
LEE. 


From what has been said and writ 


ten of this distinguished man, it ap- 
pears that from the commencement ol 
our Revolutionary struggles to theii 
end, he was, for patriotism, statesman- 
ship and oratory, regarded as the Cice 
rn of his country. He was remarkable 
even "amidst the crowd of patriots" 
for a sensitive and impatient lover of 
liberty; and this he encouraged and 
inflamed by a fond contemplation of 
tbo.se bright and melancholy examples, 
which the victims of ancient and mod- 
ern tyranny have left in the characters 
ofPhocion, of Cato, of Sidney, and of 
Russell. This gave to his classical and 
chaste elocution, a tone of depth and 
inspiration, which, set off as it was by 
a majestic figure, a noble countenance, 
and a graceful delivery, charmed while 
it roused or convinced his auditory. —

rick Henry, yet he visited the excited

Defeat of Ihe Ministers on the Reform JBill, 


by a majority of lhirty-fiv& ! 


The ship Tally Ho, at New-York, 


brings lo the editors of the Journal of 
Commerce London papers to the eve- 
ning of the 7th and Liverpool to the Slh 
May, inclusive. 


Parliament re-commenced its ses- 


sions on Monday the 7th. 


An "Express Edition" of the Lon- 


don Sun, dated 12 o'clock on the 7th, 
contains the proceedings of the House 
of Lords up to the hour of adjournment. 
They resulted in the defeat of Minis- 
ters, on the Reform Bill, by a majority 
of 35. Although ihe defeat was on an 
amendment proposed by the Ministers. 
It appears to have been considered de- 
cisive of the fate of the Bill, unless re- 
sort should be had to a creation of 
Peers. "Accordingly," says the Sun, 
"it seemed to be the -opinion of several 
Peers in the House, that an extraordi- 
nary Gazette, containing a list of SIXTY 
NEW PEEKS, would appear on Wednes- 
day," May 9th, the further discussion 
of ihe Bill having been postponed till 
Thursday, al the request of Minisu-rs- 


No doubt seems to have been enter- 


tained that ihe new Prers, so any num- 
ber that the Premier might d<-t-m ne- 
cessary, -would be crt-a'ed brfoie tJu- 
next silling.

that section of the country. 


The citizens of Pekin, it is said, are 


much alarmed in consequence of a band 
of 200 Jvickapoos being seen at the 
head of Mackinaw, many of whom 
were strangers. 


While these clangers are staring the 


frontier citizens in the face, another, c- 
qually alarming, has come, upon them. 
'The distress aheady fell for the want of 
provisions, is represented as being very 
great, and must horribly increase. 


The steam boat Souvenir arrived 


yesterdav from the Illinois river. 
She 


brings news that Gen. Whitcsicies was 
still in pursuit of the Indians, who were 
bending their course towards the 'Big 
Woods.' 
The wholi-' frontier was in 


a complete stale of alarm and confu- 
sion. 
The property of O. W. Kel-
